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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


The year 1983 has been one that the members of the Board of Selectmen 
look back on with a sense of accomplishment. We have seen a number of 
undertakings completed during the year, namely, a) the removal of the old 
town garage and expansion of our public parking in the downtown area, b) the 
completion of the sewer laterals and repaving of Main St. and adjacent streets, 
c) the replacement of the curbing and repavement of the sidewalk on the north 
side of Main St., and d) the completion of the Jamestown Bridge over the 
Winnipesaukee River in Lochmere and the removal of the old Grey Rocks 
Bridge. 


We are also able to report that the joint suit by the Towns of Tilton and 
Belmont against the Federal and State Highway Department over the Route 
# 3-11 By-Pass, heard in Federal District Court, resulted in a ruling in our 
favor. At present, the Federal and State Highway Dept. have appealed the 
ruling to the Federal Court in Boston; we expect the hearing will take place this 
coming September. Should we prevail at that time, itis very possible that some 
of the money we have spent will be returned to the Towns. 


The disposal of garbage and trash continues to be a problem; during the past 
year we have been involved in a regional study with towns and cities in the 
Plymouth State College area. It was hoped that a co generation plant could be 
built near the College that could produce electricity and provide steam for the 
College. This project does not appear to be feasible at this time. We are also 
investigating the possibility of participating in a regional project being 
developed by the City of Concord, this would involve building a plant to burn 
trash and generate electricity. At the present time this looks like a very viable 
plan that could cut the cost of our disposal of trash by approximately 50%. 
More information will be forthcoming as the year progresses. 


We wish to advise all taxpayers that this year, we will not be sending out 
property inventories, the Selectmen have reviewed the benefits v. cost and feel 
that it is best to discontinue their use. We wish to remind veterans and those 
applying for the elderly exemption, who have not already filed a permanent 
application, that the deadline for filing is April 15th. 


The death of William M. Lawrence, Sr. this past year saddened both the 
members of the Board of Selectmen and the citizens of Tilton. His outstanding 
service to the Town has been appreciated by many and his memory will be 
preserved as we approach each election. 
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Finally, we wish to thank those dedicated people who have served on the 
many committees and boards who have given many hours of their time, for 
making the year 1983, what we feel has been a successful one.

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SECOND SESSION, MARCH 12, 1983 
At Winnisquam Regional High School 


The second session of the 1983 Town Meeting was called to order at 10:06 
by the moderator, Mr. Michael Baker. The invocation was given by Rev. 
William Humphrey of the Tilton-Northfield United Methodist Church. A 
moment of silence was observed in memory of the late Donald B. Joscelyn and 
Elmo J. Svenson, two dedicated citizens of Tilton who gave many hours as 
public servants. 


Mr. Baker then introduced the Board of Selectmen, Budget Committee, 
Deputy Moderator, and Town Clerk. Mrs. Constance Anderson of the 
Calvary Baptist School was welcomed with her Civics class. Instructions were 
given as to the procedure to be followed for the meeting. 


The Town Clerk was then called upon to read the minutes of the first session 
of the Town Meeting regarding Articles #1 and #2 with results of the election 
and changes to the zoning regulations. Motion made by William Lawrence, 
seconded by Terry deSousa that minutes be accepted as read. Motion passed 
unanimously. 


Mr. Rutherford moved that Article #12 be taken out of order and be 
considered as next order of business, seconded by Mr. Bowler. Mr. Rutherford 
explained that an interested party who was not a town resident wished to be 
present for discussion on this article. Motion to take this article out of order 
was passed. 


Article #12 Mr. Rutherford made motion to postpone indefinitely, seconded 
by Mr. Bowler. Mr. Bowler explained that the Winnipisogee Corp. felt it was 
necessary to purchase all water rights possessed by the Town of Tilton in or 
appurtenant to the dam site located behind the Riverbank Laundromat to 
protect the tail race of higher plane. The Board felt that the Town would not 
like to see another dam site and if Winn. Corp. had the rights no one else could 
make plans to build a dam and it would help the Town. Mr. Dimos, who 
purchased Cotton Mill Dam and Clement Dam, came forth to show his 
concern on this article. As part of the licensing procedure for his project he has 
to have a back up on a level to a certain height above sea level. The area in 
question is within this back up area. Because of federal regulations and 
licensing requirements if the rights were sold to Winnipisogee Corp. problems 
could arise. If this article is postponed indefinitely the concern would be taken 
care of by the license held by Mr. Dimos. More discussion was held. Mr. 
Feener was concerned that by bringing Clement Dam to height of Cotton Mill 
Dam that storm drains would be interfered with. The responsibility for taking 
care of drains would be that of Mr. Dimos. Mr. Feener then asked if he would 
go on record as responsible party and he replied in the affirmative. The vote to 
postpone article #12 indefinitely passed unanimously. 
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Article #3 Mr. Rutherford made motion to see if town would authorize the 
Selectmen not to expend the sum of $11,300 to continue the services of the 
N-S-T Youth Assistance Program, Inc. if either the town of Northfield or 
Sanbornton does not appropriate their proportionate share, motion seconded 
by Mr. deSousa. After discussion this article was defeated. 


Article #4 Motion made by Mrs. Davis, seconded by Mr. Rutherford that 
Town vote to raise and appropriate and authorize the withdrawal from the 
Revenue Sharing Fund to include principal and interest for administration 
purposes in the amount of $111,259. The breakdown was $15,000 for road 
construction, $58,387 for sanitary landfill, $10,000 for welfare and $27,872 
for new equipment. Because of the wording of the article if above categories 
were less because of a low bid or similar reason the remaining monies could go 
towards general administration. Article #4 was passed with unanimous vote. 


Article #5 Motion made by Wm. Lawrence, Jr. and seconded by Wm. 
Lawrence, Sr. that the town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 for 
the purpose of tearing down the old Town Shed in order to provide space for 
additional municipal parking. The question was raised as to what the $5,000 
would include. Mr. Dodge explained that this would include demolishing the 
building, hauling away debris, breaking up of masonry for $3,000. The 
remaining money would be used for hauling away masonry, grading site and 
removal of gas tank. Some discussion followed with suggestions that the Fire 
Dept. use the building removal as a training session. Also discussed was 
having bids let on specific items such as windows, etc. The Highway Dept. 
would like beams to build Salt Shed. The Board was asked for their vote. Mr. 
Rutherford stated that no vote had been taken as to Board’s feelings. They had 
however discussed the matter at great length. Rev. Thomas Warner made a 
motion to amend article so that up to $5 ,000 be expended to remove town shed 
and resurface area, seconded by Mrs. Rutherford. Amendment passed. Vote 
on amended article was passed. 


Article #6 Motion was made by Mr. Bowler, seconded by Mr. Rutherford 
that Town vote to authorize the selectmen not to expend the appropriation in 
article #10 if the sum of $8,100 is raised by the T-N Fire District at their 
annual meeting on March 14, 1983. The purpose of this article was for the 
appropriation for the Winnisquam Fire Dept. be placed in the Fire District 
warrant. If it was not voted on at the Fire District meeting it would be in the 
town budget. This article passed with a unanimous vote. 


Article #7 Motion made by William Lawrence, Jr., seconded by Mr. 
Rutherford that town vote to authorize the transfer of $20,000 from the Capital 
Reserve Fund to be applied towards the purchase of a new truck for the 
Highway Dept. This would replace a 1968 vehicle. New vehicle to be a 
33,000 gvw dump truck with diesel engine. Motion passed unanimously. This 
amount was to be part of needed money the rest to come from the Rev. Shar. 
article passed earlier. 
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Article #8 Motion made by Mr. Bowler, seconded by Mr. Rutherford that 
town vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to apply for, accept and expend 
money from the State, Federal or another governmental unit or a private 
source which becomes available during the year in accordance with the 
procedures set forth in RSA 31:95b. No discussion, motion passed with 
unanimous vote. 


Article #9 Motion made by Mr. Rutherford, seconded by Mrs. Davis that 
town vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to accept donations, gifts or 
property, including real property that might become available prior to next 
Town Meeting. Motion passed unanimously. 


Article #10 Motion made by Mr. Lawrence, Sr. that town vote to accept 
the budget of $833,820 as submitted by the Budget Committee and pass any 
vote in relation hereto, seconded by Mr. Rutherford. Mr. Lawrence stated that 
this amount reflected approximately 7% increase over last year’s budget. Mr. 
Feener asked about overtime under Town officers salaries. This was to be paid 
when compensatory time was not acceptable due to office coverage. Question 
was raised asking for total police budget which includes insurances, retirement, 
gasoline and equipment. The total was $195,570. All town employees were 
given a cost of living raise of $.25 per hour and a salary scale is now being used 
for merit raise. Mr. Dodge made a motion to amend article under general 
highway department expenditures so that the town would be reimbursed from 
user fees the full cost of all work done by the town to repair, maintain or 
improve the town sewer system and that the town will do no work on any sewer 
from buildings to the sewer main excepting town owned buildings, motion 
seconded by Mr. deSousa. After some discussion the amendment was passed. 
Mrs. Sandra Cyr made a motion to amend the budget under Parks and 
Recreation by increasing the amount of $1,332.50 for total recreation budget 
of $14,776.50, seconded by Robert Cyr. Amendment passed with unanimous 
vote. Mr. Richard Montambeault made a motion to amend police budget by 
decreasing 12%% or $25,000, no second on amendment. Vote on the 
amended budget of $835,152.50 was passed. 


Article #11 Motion made by Mrs. Davis, seconded by Mr. Rutherford that 
town authorize the Board of Selectmen to convey property acquired by the 
town by tax collector’s deed by public auction or advertised sealed bid or in 
such other manner as determined by the Selectmen as justice may require. 
Motion passed unanimously. 


Article #13 Motion made by Mrs. Bowler, seconded by Mr. deSousa that 
article relative to acid rain be passed. Mrs. Bowler explained this article and 
the motion was passed by unanimous vote. 
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Article #14 Motion made by Mr. Lawrence, Sr., seconded by Mr. deSousa 
that town vote to discontinue litigation to prevent the construction of the Rt. 3 
& 11 bypass and return the balance of the $25,000 appropriated for this 
purpose to the General Fund. Mr. Dodge asked for report from the Selectmen 
as to how much had been spent to date and what value the Town had received, 
also plans for action and chance of success if Town went through lengthy court 
case and appeal process. Mr. Bowler gave report to assembled body, the 
amount of money left as of this date was $12,293.52. He gave break down of 
expenses and Mrs. Bowler was called to give report of status at this time. Mrs. 
Bowler is working along with Mr. Fogg from Belmont as liaison for Towns. She 
explained as much as possible what has transpired over the years. Because of 
the nature of this situation and possibility that case will be taken to court she 
was limited in her comments. Several commented on this article and when the 
vote was taken the article was defeated. 


Article #15 Motion made by Mr. Bowler, seconded by Mr. Rutherford 
that town vote to allow a discount on early paid taxes of two percent on each 
tax bill if paid within thirty days of billing date..Mr. Bowler then proceeded to 
explain what effect the discount has on the tax rate and what it means to the 
taxpayer. For each $44,500 appropriated it represents $1.00 on the tax rate. 
At the present time it takes approximately $30,000 for overlay to cover the 
discount, abatements and refunds. This represents about $.68. Mr. Bowler 
gave example of how much a person would benefit if his home was assessed at 
$40,000. The savings would only represent about $1.29 if his bill was paid on 
time. After this explanation the vote was taken, the motion was defeated. 


Article #16 Mr. Rutherford made a motion to see if Town would authorize 
the Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes, seconded by Mrs. 
Davis. Mr. Dodge made a motion to amend article to read that banks within the 
Town of Tilton be given first opportunity to make the loan, seconded by Mr. 
Lawrence. After some discussion the vote was taken and the amendment was 
passed by a standing vote of 25 yes and 12 no. The vote on the article as 
amended was passed unanimously. 


Article #17 Mrs. Davis made motion that the Town accept the reports of 
its officers and agents as printed in the Town report and include reports to be 
read at this time. Motion seconded by Mr. Rutherford. Mr. Feener read the 
report of the Tilton-Northfield Joint Committee on Solid Waste Disposal. A 
copy of that report is on file with these minutes. This article was passed with 
unanimous vote. 


Article #18 Mr. Rutherford moved that this article be passed over, 
seconded by Mr. Bowler. Motion passed unanimously. 
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Before moving to article #19 the moderator made an announcement 
reminding everyone of the T-N Fire District meeting to be held on Monday, 
March 14. 

Mr. Lawrence rose to thank Mr. James Dodge for his many years of service 
to the Town as budget committee member. Mr. Dodge was given a rising vote 
of thanks. 


Mr. MacGregor made a motion to adjourn, seconded by Mr. deSousa. 
Motion passed. Meeting adjourned at 1:10 p.m.

AUDITOR’S REPORT 


June 24, 1983 


Members of the Board of Selectmen 
Town of Tilton 
Tilton, New Hampshire 


Members of the Board: 


As part of our examination of the financial statements of the Town of Tilton 
for the year ended December 31, 1982, we made a study and evaluation of the 
Town's system of internal accounting control to the extent we considered 
necessary to evaluate the system as required by generally accepted auditing 
standards. Under these standards, the purpose of such evaluation is to 
establish a basis for reliance thereon in determining the nature, timing and 
extent of other auditing procedures that are necessary for expressing an 
opinion on the financial statements. Of primary interest to us in such a study 
are those key accounting controls, the effectiveness of which will influence the 
nature, timing and extent of our financial statement audit procedures. 


The establishment and maintenance of a system of internal accounting 
control is an important responsibility of Town management. Its objective is to 
provide reasonable, but not absolute, assurance as to the safeguarding of assets 
against loss from unauthorized use or disposition and the reliability of financial 
records for preparing financial statements and maintaining accountability for 
assets. The concept of reasonable assurance recognizes that the evaluation of 
these factors necessarily requires estimates and judgments by officials. 
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There are inherent limitations that should be recognized in considering the 
potential effectiveness of any system of internal accounting control. In the 
performance of most control procedures, errors can result from misunder- 
standing of instructions, mistakes of judgment, carelessness or other personal 
factors. Control procedures whose effectiveness depends upon segregation of 
duties can be circumvented by collusion. Similarly, control procedures can be 
circumvented intentionally either with respect to the execution and recording 
of transactions or with respect to the estimates and judgments required in the 
preparation of the financial statements. Further, projection of any evaluation 
of internal accounting control to future periods is subject to the risk that the 
procedures may become inadequate because of changes in conditions and that 
the degree of compliance with the procedures may deteriorate. 


The study and evaluation previously described was made primarily for the 
purpose of performing an audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
standards. It would not necessarily disclose all weaknesses in the system since 
it was based on only selective tests of accounting records and related data. 


As aresult of such review and in an effort to be of assistance to the Town, we 
are submitting for your consideration a number of comments and observations 
intended to improve operations and internal control. These deal exclusively 
with the Town’s operations and controls and should not be regarded as 
reflecting upon the integrity or capabilities of any Town employee or official. It 
should be noted that a letter of this type is critical in nature and that we do not 
intend to imply that our review failed to disclose commendable features in the 
present accounting and operating procedures of the Town of Tilton. 


We wish to express our appreciation for the cooperation we received from 
Town officials during the course of our examination. 


After you have had an opportunity to consider our comments and 
observations, we would be pleased to discuss them with you.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF OF POLICE 


The year 1983 proved to be a busy one, we handled 3072 calls for service, 
that is, cases which require action on the part of the Police Department. This 
is an average of 8.5 calls for Police action every day of the year. Of these calls, 
372 were Criminal cases, 121 auto accidents, 543 traffic calls, 140 assist other 
Police Agencies, 13 family disputes and the remainder a variety of activities 
classified as miscellaneous. 


A total of 619 people were brought through the Laconia District Court by 
your Police Department, of those only 17 walked away without being found 
guilty of at least one charge. This resulted in a total of $29,215.00 in fines 
being levied. Not a bad record on our part with respect to the conviction rate. I 
think we performed quite well when you consider we lost a patrolman due to an 
accident and a Sergeant to the New Hampshire Department of Motor 
Vehicles. 


We hired two new men to replace Michael Beadle and Norman Brown. 
They are Michael Mooney and Robert D’Amore. 


Michael and his wife Mary Ellen own their own home in Northfield, they 
have two children, Carol age 8 and Kevin 1%. Michael is a graduate of Boston 
State College where he received his Bachelors Degree in Criminal Justice. His 
wife is also a College Graduate and is employed at New England Clinical 
Laboratories in Tilton as a Lab Technician. 


Robert and his wife Mary own their own home in Tilton, they have 3 
children, Michael 14, Matthew 9, and Rico 3. Robert is a former Nashua 
Police Officer with 6 years experience. He has attended St. Anselms College’s 
Criminal Justice Program as well as the N.H. Police Academy. His wife is a 
College Graduate and teaches at the Sanborn Elementary School in Northfield. 


As you can see we have attracted some qualified professionals who have 
already rooted themselves in the Community. I’m sure you join me in wishing 
them well. 


I promoted Charles Chase to Sergeant to replace Norman Brown. Charlie 
has an impressive background also. He graduated from St. Anselms College 
with a Bachelors Degree in Criminal Justice and is a graduate of the N.H. 
Police Academy. Charlie has been employed here since July of 1977. He is 
married to Karen (Taylor) Chase and they own their own home in Northfield 
where they reside with their son Travis, age 9 months. Karen is employed at 
the Franklin Savings Bank as the Supervisor of the Proof Department. 
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We have apretty solid Department thanks to you and we will do all we can to 
nurture that support in the future. Remember we can only be as effective as you 
want us to be.

REPORT OF THE ROAD AGENT 


1983 finally saw the completion of the Sewer Project. Many of the town 
projects were delayed because the sewer project went on longer than 
anticipated. However, the work done in conjunction with the sewer work will 
eliminate the need to dig up the streets, just recently paved. Some of the work 
included: new catch basins and connecting pipes at the intersection of 
Chestnut and Main Street. A new basin and a new drain outlet for West Street 
was installed and another basin was rebuilt. The basins at High Street were 
connected to a common outlet before Chestnut Street was paved. 


The Tilton-Northfield Aqueduct Co. installed new water lines on Chestnut 
Street and West Street and did the digging on West Street for the new sewer 
lines, drain lines, on a shared basis, which worked out well. 


The West Street project included: installing a new six inch sewer main and 
four inch lines to the edge of the road way to connect to the houses. 


The drainage system included: four, five foot catch basins with frames and 
grates. Fifty three feet of fifteen inch culvert and 367 feet of twelve inch 
culvert. 


The old asphalt was removed and saved. Part of the old road way was 
removed and replaced with new gravel. After final grading, two inches of base 
asphalt was applied. After finish work was done one inch of top asphalt will be 
applied this summer. 


400 feet of base stabilization and one and one half inch of base asphalt was 
done on Pillsbury Lane and then one inch of top asphalt was applied to the 
entire street. This appears to be a cost effective way to revitalize streets that are 
not too far gone and have a fair base to begin with. 
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Several sewer problems were tended to during 1983. 


The curbing on the north side of Main Street was reset; done in conjunction 
with the repaving of Main Street and the telephone project in the sidewalk. 
Some of the sidewalk on East Main Street will have to be redone by the 
contractor. The south side sidewalk 1n conjunction with the drainage project is 
scheduled for 1984. 


Parking lines were painted on Main Street after several delays caused by the 
weather and other commitments. 


The salt v. sand issue continues and we would appreciate any comments 
from the town’s people. 


The old Highway Garage was removed and the lot paved which has 
provided much needed parking space.

DOG OFFICER’S REPORT FOR 1983 


A total of 138 dog complaints were investigated in 1983, ranging from barking 
nuisances to dogs chasing deer. 41 of these dogs were transported to the 
Humane Society located in Meredith, and 7 of these dogs were claimed by 
their owners. 19 of these complaints were dogs struck by motor vehicles. 18 
miscellaneous complaints involving other animals were handled, including 
fourteen cat complaints — (strays) and the remainder trespassing livestock 
(farm animals). A total of $80.00 was collected for civil forfeiture dog fines.

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1983 ANNUAL REPORT 
YOUTH ASSISTANCE PROGRAM: 
REPORT FOR TOWN OF TILTON 


1983 was a successful year for the Youth Assistance Program. Our thanks 
to all those in the agencies with whom we work closely, including the police 
departments, the schools, the Tilton-Northfield Recreation Department, the 
Twin Rivers Family Crisis Network, the state Office of Alcohol and Drug 
Abuse Prevention, and several others. Heartfelt thanks also to our volunteers, 
without whom our work would be impossible. 


Since YAP began in 1975, we have served 636 youths from Tilton. 
Northfield has accounted for 587, and we have served 254 from Sanbornton. 
In 1983, we served 50 from Tilton, 91 from Northfield and 10 from 
Sanbornton. 


We had 27 court diversion cases in 1983: 11 from Tilton, 14 from 
Northfield, and 2 from Sanbornton. We have had a steady decrease in court 
diversion cases since 1979, when there were 92, showing that this, combined 
with our other programs and activities, has had a positive effect on our primary 
goal, which is preventing juvenile problems and delinquency. 


We continue offering counseling to all youth from Tilton, Northfield, and 
Sanbornton. We are active in providing meaningful programs and workshops, 
working cooperatively with the Recreation Department. The People Program 
continues to provide matches with volunteer adults and children on a small 
scale, and we give particular thanks to volunteer Carol Smart of Sanbornton. 


Your director is chairman of the Twin Rivers Family Crisis Network, which 
this past year created a host-home system, in which juveniles in family crises 
can stay in volunteer homes for up to ten days while the problem is worked out. 
The volunteers are well-screened and trained. 


The YAP staff coordinated the “Chemical People” television program 
viewing and discussions, and as a result a task force has been formed to work 
on drug related problems among the youth of Tilton, Northfield, and 
Sanbornton. Anyone interested in working on this might get in touch with us. 


We also ran the games at the Old Home Day celebration in 1983 and had 
large turnouts for Halloween and Christmas parties. Our Friday night movies, 
co-sponsored with the Recreation Department, are proving popular. 
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Beverly Sprague, a student at the Technical Institute who is from Tilton, is 
doing a practicum with us and has been very helpful. Jean Moreau continues to 
be an enormous asset to us in her capacity as Administrative Assistant/Program 
Coordinator.

1983 Annual Report 


Among displays at the Hall Memorial Library in 1983, the historic 
Northfield and Tilton scenes on treasured old picture postcards were loaned by 
Gordon Hill and attracted much interest. In May, the librarian told stories to 
two groups of children and parents at the Young Readers Conference at 
WRMS. For the younger group, stories by Emberley and Zemach were told 
with pictures shown on the opaque projector, while the older group heard 
various stories about The Great Stone Face. Story Hours were held in six 
week sessions, once a week, at the library. Songs and games were included 
with picture book stories. Free films also regularly provided a half hour of fun 
for youngsters (on Wednesdays) and provided reading stimulus as most N.H. 
State Library’s children’s films are based on outstanding children’s books. 
Colorful travel films and documentaries were shared with adult groups upon 
request. On June 14 the Summer Reading Program drew thirty-eight 
participants eager to read and report on books. Winners of the Race to Read 
were announced August 24 at the annual Ice Cream Party. Meredith Banks, 
Rhonda Towne, Denise Beane, Beth McCarthy, Katie Hall and Jane Clow 
were outstanding in several categories, but all participants were winners in that 
they enjoyed reading and improved their skills in comprehension, speed and 
reporting.

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The Friends of the Library put on the Annual Book Sale June 22 to Old 
Home Day, June 25, from a Main St. storefront in Tilton to a booth at 
Northfield Pines. Camille Tolme, President, reported an intake of $360 from 
the sale of donated and discarded books, to be used for the library. A new 
program offering wooden puzzles, educational toys and beginner books was 
initiated with this money and has proved popular for parents borrowing the 
items on a | week loan at the library to use with youngsters, thus promoting 
reading readiness along with a good time of sharing. 


Memorial books and donations were received by the library with apprecia- 
tion, in memory of William M. Lawrence and of Mary Ellen Osgood. The 
latter was a devoted librarian of Hall Memorial Librarian for thirty-eight years 
and left two or three hundred books and records, as well as amonetary bequest, 
to the library. The Tilton-Northfield Garden Club gave shrubs to the library, 
one in memorial to Mrs. Channing Sanborn and one to commemorate the club’s 
Centennial Year. A beautiful Christmas wreath was also donated and Ruth 
Gorrell and the Tolme family provided a lovely Christmas tree for the library. 


A word of explanation is due in regard to a drop in the circulation of 
children’s books this past fall. Since the Union Sanborn School now happily 
has a school librarian four days a week, the weekly class visits to the public 
library have declined from eleven classes per week a year ago to three to five 
classes per week as of October, 1983. However, children still need both school 
libraries and a good public library to round out their reading experiences. We 
hope that parents of school children will help to introduce them to their public 
library and assist them in forming habits of borrowing and returning books 
regularly, learning to find books and materials on their own, and seeking the 
librarian’s aid where needed. Likewise, the library staff constantly endeavors 
to improve the collection and services of the library, welcomes the participa- 
tion of all citizens and suggestions as to programs for furthering public library 
usage.

To the Inhabitants of the Tilton-Northfield Fire District, qualified to vote in 
District Affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet in the Tilton-Northfield Fire Station on 
Monday, March 19, 1984 at 7:30 o’clock in the evening to act on the following 
subjects: 


1. To choose a Moderator for the ensuing year. 

2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 

3. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 

4. To choose a Fire Commissioner for the ensuing three (3) years. 
5. To choose an Auditor for the ensuing year. 


6. To hear the reports of the Treasurer and Fire Commissioners and pass 
any vote relating thereto. 


7. To see if the Fire District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Three hundred twenty-five thousand ($325,000.00) dollars to pay for the 
construction of a new Fire District building to be located on Fire District land 
to be funded as follows: 


a. The sum of One hundred seventy-eight thousand ($178,000.00) 
dollars in long term notes or bonds, said sum not to be expended unless a grant 
of One hundred twenty-five thousand ($125,000.00) dollars is awarded for the 
construction. 


b. The sum of One hundred twenty-five thousand ($125,000.00) dollars 
as may be awarded tthe District from HUD Block Grant Funds. This sum may 
only be expended if (a) above passes and if the award of funds is actually made 
to the Fire District. 


c. The sum of Twenty-two thousand ($22,000.00) dollars is to be 
withdrawn from the Capital Reserve Land & Building Fund if (a and b) above 
passes. (By petition.) 


8. To see if the District will vote to renew the Water Contract and raise 
money for same in the sum of Thirty thousand ($30,000.00) dollars. 
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9. To see what action the District will vote to take in regard to payment of 
insurance, payroll, school training, alarm system, new equipment, truck 
maintenance, station maintenance, equipment maintenance, supplies, adminis- 
tration, office supplies, truck fund, building fund, equipment replacement and 
other incidental expenses in the sum of One hundred twenty-nine thousand 
twenty-five ($129,025.00) dollars. 


10. Tosee if the District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Seven 
thousand five hundred ($7,500.00) dollars to make repairs to the District 
station. 


11. To see ifthe District will authorize the Fire Commissioners to withdraw 
Two thousand eight hundred fifty-three dollars and seventy-nine cents 
($2,853.79) from the Capital Reserve Dry Hydrant Fund, for the purpose of 
installing additional Dry Hydrants. 


12. To see if the District will authorize the Fire Commissioners to re- 
convey to the Town of Northfield a fifty (50) foot strip of land. included by 
error in Selectmen Deed to the District (Book 1395, Page 780). which fifty 
(50) feet was not authorized by the voters of Northfield who voted only to 
convey one hundred thirty (130) feet. 


13. To see if the Fire District will vote to authorize the Fire Commis- 
sioners to place the Capital Reserve Funds (Land & Building, Dry Hydrants 
and Truck Fund), in the custody of a Trustees of Trust Funds. 


14. To see if the District will vote to authorize the Fire Commissioners to 
apply for, accept and expend money from the State, Federal or other 
governmental unit or a private source should any become available during the 
year. 


15. To transact any other business that may legally come before the 
meeting.

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TILTON CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
ANNUAL REPORT 


After nearly a decade of inactivity, the Tilton Conservation Commission 
once again convened on November 3, 1983. As stated in RSA 36-A, the 
purpose of the Commission is to help protect and encourage proper use of local 
natural resources, protect watershed areas, conduct research on use of local 
land and water areas, coordinate local unofficial conservation groups, 
establish an index of open space and wetland areas and provide a plan for the 
proper use of these areas. 


The goals of the Commission are |) to seek the establishment of a wetlands 
ordinance to protect this fragile and valuable resource, 2) to designate prime 
agricultural land, 3) to designate prime wetlands, 4) to organize an effort to 
acquire recreation and conservation parcels in Tilton, 5) to assist the 
Selectmen, Planning Board, and Planning Board of Adjustment in their 
deliberations with land use and conservation, and 6) to review and comment on 
dredge and fill permits. In other words, the Commission wants to help make 
Tilton an even better place to live. 


Meetings of the Commission are on the first Thursday of every month at 7 
PM in the Town Hall. Thus far meetings have consisted of discussions with 
local resource and planning agencies such as the Belknap County Conservation 
District, the New Hampshire Historical Society, and the Lakes Region 
Planning Commission. 


Current members, appointed by the Selectmen, consist of Ronald Mills, 
chairman, Randy Ferrin, secretary, Justine Gengras, Robert Hardy, and 
Charles Mitchell. The public is welcome to attend our monthly meetings.
